THE roLICY OF THE NEW RERE.

PUBLIC.

Trn French are still consoling themselves in
a military sonse with the stutborn resistance
whioh their forts and fortified towns have
made to the invaders. They have also a rea-
aonable prospeoct that Paris may withstand a
piege for some weeks; and if one month's
time oan be gained, it is possible that bad
roads and bad weather may seriously derango
tho plans of the invaders. Iwmmense prepa-
rations have been made in the eapital for the
impending emergency. Touils Philippe
lavished millions on the construction of the
defensive wulls. Napoleon spent immense
snms im strepgthening them. Trocha has
been busily engnged for many days in having
onnnon mounted and in organizing their de-
fenders. And now hundreds of thonsands
of Republicans, who will be assisted by the
remnants of the regular armies, avow a detor-
minalion to protect these ramparts to the
last, The Prussians will, therefore, find the
oapture of Paris amore difficult task than any
of the feats they have already accomplished;
and if they attempt it the lustre of their arms
may at lost be dimmed at the very moment
when they seem to be on the eve of a final
and overwhelwing trinmph, Sieges are pro-
verbially s'low and uncertain operations, and
it will be extreme'y bazirdous for the in-
vaders Lo waste much time, at this serson of
the year, in the heart of a hostile country.

It i to be hoped that out of thess nncer
tainties a treaty of peace may be developed.
The Germans huve done enough to prove
their superior prowess, and if they drive
Franoe to desper.tion the most extriordinnry
new complications mny arise,
resta of both oountries demand peace, for a
prolonged war m.y endanger alike the nowly
oreated republio and the newly establislied
Gierman unity, If King William asks
only guarantees agiinst & renewal of
hoatilities, Franca had far bettor grant
them than prolong a desperale contest, She
will lose less hy surrendering her frontier
fortresses and her fleet than by having her
ocountry ravaged and her industry paralyzed.
The invaders have done a more wuseful thing
for her than for themselves, in destroying the
empire, but even the republic may be & quos
tionable boon if it is to be forced to prolong
a desporate struggle, aud f it is to begin n
war of propagandism like thal insiituted at
the olose of the last century.

It ig said that one of the members of the
new Provisional Government has alroady
proffered the olive bramch to the invadors,
and the wisdom of such u course can scarcely
be doubted. If negotintions are set on foot,
wo hope they may be met in u liberal spirit,
and that all the hot-headed republican leaders
will be induced to favor a peaceful policy,
The true coume will be to let the
guarrels of the empire perish with the
empire itself, to regard the :aoquisition
of political freedom a8 a compensation
for the loss of wmilitary glory, and (o
rear up in peaco a mighty and perpstoal re-
public on the foundation nnexpec edly estib-
lished in war, If French liberly aud Gor-
man unity can be placed on an immutable
basis without further bloodshed, the conflicl

partes in skulking in foreign Iands, when
the Senate, composed of Napoleonic pimpe,
bhas no words of advice or consolation te
offer, when the majority of the old Corps
Legislatif is still too much enthralled by the
tyrant who has bronght ruin upon France to
cordially join in his denuociation, and when
the reverberations of the cannon of the in.
vaders can be heard in the capital, that
Franoe goes back to first prinoiples and seeks
new strength in a traly popunlar Government.
If republicanism fails under snch cironm.
stances, it will at least do no worse that the
vile system it has snpplanted, but if it ocan
endure and trinmph in spite of the burdens
imposed by the blunders and orimos of (he
Empire, it will establish an irresistible olaim
upon the gratitude and confidence of IFrance
and the admiration of ter world,

Assniled by internal as well as external foes,
it will require hereunlean efforts and wonder-
ful wisdom in the new povernment to muin-
tain its existonce and to perform satisfactorily
the diffioult dunties which it has pusomed.
